Guide to the Massachusetts Public Records Law, Secretary of the Commonwealth, Division of Public Records, 
p. 7 (January 2013) (hereinafter Public Records Guide). 


Please be advised that pursuant to 950 CMR 32.00 and M.G.L. c. 66, section lOA (a) you have the right to 
appeal this decision to the Supervisor of Public Records within 90 calendar days. Such appeal shall be m 


writing and shall include a copy of the letter by which the request was made and, if available, a copy of the 
letter by which the custodian responded. The Supervisor shall accept an appeal only from a person who had 
made his or her record request in writing. Pursuant to M.G.L. c. 66, section lOA(c), you also have the right to 
seek judicial review by commencing a civil action in the superior court.
